as a matter of fuel none of the Holshe» 
vik agents. aro, paid by Germany- -their 
pay comes from Russie. ' But Germany 
alltfwcd the Bolehevlte to pass through 
her country^ as any person who would 
ROW the seeds of discontent Is an enemy 
eonntry «-as mora than welc^pme \p f 
passport On LealDc'e returns :fran 
Germany ho outlined tb» Bftli|iifTf|{|(e 
idea of war. Thto.waa Mld t» be a»l(lb«r 
nationalistio nor impertaliatl^and they 
ean^admlt none but aorwd^SaotlTes to 
any bourgeois government in an age of 
imperlaliem. They reject tbe defence 
of their cotmtry — not In general, but 
In reactionary capatliiatio.^ars. I^nlae 
maintained that as the .war was «n'-im. 
pp.rlallstic one, it could not be aup 
ported, and that the main dbject of the 
Bolsheviks was peace and revolution 
the workmen and peiasants taking the 
power into their, own hands, and eetver, 
ing-thetr connection with*, capital. The 
ignorant niusl be.patiently taught tha', 
all the horrors of tho war were duo to 
capitalistic competition,' and .the soons;:' 
the. .workers, took. ."the place Of : the 
capitalists, the soener.itUBsia would be-, 
conic a true republic. ■ In, the early 
months of the re%-olutlon, Lcnlne had 
little aiippori, and .the Maroh riota'..in 
l'ctrograd were not-so- much the work 
of ihe nolsbe^^lks as the fcsutt of gen- 
eral 'Jlscontenc following the^'nlllitary 
failures. However, they did join 'the 
revolution afierwards Jind tried to givo 
il a. definite political character, but 
there was no organisation in- advance, 
and their action simply called down on 
them a' torrent of abuse. Thetcontinued 
disçonteot and disorder at tho front 
counteracted this in som* degree, and 
won for them more .md more popular-- 
ily. Then Kr.rcn.Hky*3 power collapaed» 
and In Xovcmber the Belsho^'iks seized 
Hetrogrnd. Their object wait to 'work 
for peace, if necessary in opposition to 
the Àliiéa. while the revolution they 
aimed at was not political but on a 
social and' intersatlon basis. Their aim 
was to lay the 'foundation Wa^' iocrar 
repuoUc by revoiutionarje.metbodSf and 
they were prepared to use force and 
ride rough-shod over the Constituent 
Assembly. Lénine himself was always 
opposed to a separate -peace, but the 
signing of the huraJIlatlng peace -^of 
Brest-Iiitousk was to save.' this. -aocial 
rfcpubllc which was Just getUng on Its 
feet, and which was to be the rallying 
ground for revolutionary Eui'ope. Hav- 
lag thus achieved peace and revolution, 
the Rolahevlks found thcnnéelves in an 
anomalous position. They. Were in 
power In Petrogrâd fciit not. Ip, the 
provinces, and y»rt they h.ad not the 
Impudence to abolish the Conatltucnl 
Assembly after the critlclBm of ihe 
Provisional Governra^t. * However, -it 
was dispersed in Ja^iHaiV'^on ihc'«econd 
day of Its sitting; al»d'4nstc.aa was set 
up the Ideal fornnot.'thc Federal llo- 
public of Soviets, Thus h'ussia pos- 



Commlttoe of the Sovirt, re-elocityi 
evcrv thrf:r months by the .^ll-Rub.il.an 
Congreas of .Soviets. In Lenine'.i opinion. 
Bolshevism couid. only succeed by à 
perpetual prol'eUrlat dlistatorship, iron 
labor discipline, enforced by severe 
|>enaltics. abolition of free pres.-n; and 
syndicalism, while ocoaomy, iaduoiry 
and lionesiy on the part of the work- 
n>en ond peasants arc absolutely esseti- 
tial. 

There arc thieo wai-s in ivliioh a 
counti-y m.ny bo exhausted— financially, 
phj-slcally and morally, and In all throe 
has Russia been exhausted by tho Bol- 
shevilta. There Is no trade, no press, 
no teaching; tlip popuL-ition h.i.i 
dwindled, th« poopio are utarvlng. In 
R«neral, there has l>or:n nothing more 
than a change from national to olvU 
war. But what then do tho Bol.ihevlBt.s 
want? Power. At any price ami at 
any cost, it is power which they want. 
They consider ttii'injelves 3ccialiîrt.«i, 
and yet ooclallsts are Uiclr,,tposl deadly 
enemies. To obtain tho dos|t;c~d power. 
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they have destroyed their army, be- 
ti-ayed Russia, and apparently taken 
for their motto robbery, murder and 
deatniction. They have attracted to 
,thelr ranks all, those who have nothing 
to. lOTe, and they attack all thoee who 
}iave atiythlng which they may desire, 
It Is not surprising then that tho Soviot 
Government is not popular in Russia 
There tteems to be a. variety of opinions 
ae to whethei- the Bolsheviks are good 
or bad, desirable' or uiideairahlo, and 
ihch- deeds as well. Opinions for both 
•Ides -wrre cited, ' In conclusion. Miss 
cfrfig rw''rkt4'that tb* Phaoo of Bol 
gbeyism could not ha coa^idered merely 
à» a. new and hlîéhcr form'of dcmooracy, 
for It is really no auch' thing. It is at 
bottom an outbreak of a very old dla 
ease — the atrKo between those who 
have and those who have not — and 
the disease ia incumblc, > The solution 
ofithe Rtisslan problem is urgently re- 
quired, for 'Uotsitevlsm, . lir allowed to 
spread,' man mean the doom of our race 
and civilization. Ito triumph would 
mean ruin, not only to IIia claaaca but 
to the maasce, as wc have been nho-K-n 
by thé. establishment of the dictator-, 
ship In Russia. For the present^ that 
is till Russia Is again a political entity, 
all hope 8tnm« to be in llio evolution 
pill of the prevailing chaos of a strong 
mllltah' dictatorship. " 

'Miss Uarguorlto. MacDougal 't;hen 
read a short paper on the condition of 
affairH In Finlund both dui lnsrand since 
tho war pcrtod. Miss MacUougal began 
with the attempt, to Russianize Finland 
which w'ae made tjndor N'icholo-s 11, in 
tS9S. The govemor-genenil obtained 
a groat deal of power and l)y iin im- 
perial manifesto In 1903 wa'a made al- 
most a dictator. Rut soon after this 
he was assasinaled, and general dis- 
contetrt was rife In the country, ■\Vith 
the advent of tho war a process of ' 
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of Finland which they were occupying. 
This order was not however, cxaculcd. 
On the contrary, the Russian policy 
seemed to be the retention of Russian 
troops in FinlSind for the purpose ot 
aiding the. Finnish socialists In bring- 
ing about a social revolution Hlmilar 
to. that .in Russia. Th la Insurrection 
came la. duo qouise (Jan. 25, 1918), 
and constHuted a veritable reign ot 
iérrot, whiçh lasted until tho consti- 
tutional government which established 
itself at Vasa, beoought the people to 
re-cslabllob law and order. This ap- 
peal was readily responded to, and 
almost as soon us they were organised 
tho .complete disarmament of the 
Ruaalan trooprf Was accompltshed. Pln- 
land then tumod to Oprmany for aid, 
and was at once given ammunition, and 
later on camo the German occupation 
ircat Ijrutallty. Opinion In Finland 
of the country which waa marked by 
now scem's to bo that the only uiilv.ation 
of tho country lies in the thi-owtng ofi'' 
of t:he Permjln'protecUon (If mich It' 
naay.'bo' called) and the rc-eaubliah- 
ment, under the mono favprable condi- 
tions of a world j9Urg«d of Junkerdom. 
' Tiie- third speaker waa ^Ilss Cock- 
field, who dealt with the problem of 
Poland. After a very brief summary 
of the oonstlttrtlonal history of thai 
country. Miss Cockfleld proceeded to! 
tbc period. In 1914 the Russians • 
promised that Poland should bo gratiled 
her Independence, freedom of religion, 
speech, education, eU-., etc., and also

onpe of opinion between the two coun- 
tries OS to tbc power and authority of 
the Grand Duke. Thia, however, wae 
Benlod without open hostilities, and 
the next point raised w.is the advls- 
abiliy.of granting- Finland, complote in- 
dependence. This' move V.aa 'oppoeéâ 
in Russia on th^, grouiidif .that itJ was 
Inadvisable to have an Independent 
state with frontiers exitcndlj^|o within 
one hour of Pctrograd. Also It was 
feared that an Independent,. .Flhlarid' 
might Join Sweden. ■ However, thé. 
economic condition of the country 
called out loudly for tho move, apd, 
.After th'o fall of the Tzar,- the Socialist 
Diet o* Finland declared the. indépend- 
ance of the country, but liie • Junkei-B!i 
fearing for tchir feudoliprlvllegfes, peri 
suadcd the Rusalah goverotnont to .d!^-t 
aolve the Diet. The .'new Diet fOct,,' 
1917) had a non-«oci.ili; t;c 'mtijorlt.w 
clealed on a very luoad U unchlse.

next thing was the order by Lenino and

each country. The report of this com-, 
mission advised administrative changes' 
and a new constitution. In Sept<'mbcr 
of 1917 this new constitution material- • 
ized, snd a Regency Council of three • 
w^s put in charge of affairs. Various i 
8<rtiItlohs' to the Polish problem which 
have 'been brought forward from time 
to timn wehe considered, with the chief 
:obJectlon8 to each.
